House prices may not be 
falling as far, or as fast, as 
official statistics indicate. the 
building societies say in their 
latest bulletin. 

The average price of houses 
on which societies gare mort- 
gages fell during August for 
the third month running. But 
the Building Socictics Associa- 
tion believes that the official 
house-price index, compiled 
by itself and the Department 
of the Ênvironment, oversrares 
the extent of the recent decline 
because it takes no account of 
the sample's changing mix. 

The .banks have taken orn 
most of the lending on higher- 
pricod properties, but. this 
lending is not ioclvded in the 
official index sample, and rhe 
societies believe it has pro» 
bably biased the index down.

The societies estimate that
